Memorandum 
Blacks And The Military Budget 


By GERALD HORNE 


The announcement of President 
Reagan's budget has brought 
wounded cries of outrage from the 
Congressional Black Caucus. Like 
SO many others, they have protested 
loudly about the fact that programs 
for the poor face the deepest cuts. 
Food stamps, Medicaid and Aid to 
Families with Dependent Children 
which are expected to reach $36.5 
billion in the current fiscal year, 
would be cut back to $32 billion in 
the next year, a whopping reduction 
of 12.3% 

At the same time, the Pentagon's 
budget has been pushed up dramai- 
ically. By fiscal year 1986, Reagan 

plans to spond $34217 bilfioni(imou: 
rent dollars) more: thar twice the 
1981 total. Though some mistakenly 
feel that at least building bombs and 
tanks mean jobs, a new study done 
by economist Marion Anderson in 
conjunction with Operation PUSH 
sharply challenges this conven- 
tional wisdom. : ; 

Entitled Bombs or Bread: Black 
Unemployment and the Pentagon 
Budget, this finely crafted piece of 
research maintains that the astro- 
nomical unemployment rates preva- 
lent among blacks is directly tied to 
more military spending. This study 
found that military spending has a 
seriously depressant affect upon job 
opportunities for blacks nationwide 
During the period 1970-1978 when 
the annual average military spend- 
ing was $85 billion, it cost the jobs of 
108,000 black: Americans each ; 
Every time the military budget went 
up $1 billion, blacks lost 1,300 jobs 

Blacks lost 483,000 jobs in con- 
struction, the service sector, state 
and local government. This number 
was far greater than the 84,000 jobs 
gained from military contracts even 
when combined with the jobs of the 
290,000 blacks who were members 
of the armed forces. 

Moreover, Anderson demon- 
strates convincingly that if a billion 
dollars were transferred from mil- 
itary industry to civilian industry. 
9,000 more jobs would be created 

lf a billion dollars were used by 
state and local governments to hire 
teachers, police officers and fire- 
fighters, 35,000 more jobs would be 
created than if the same billion dol- 
lars were used to hire military per- 
sonnel. Either way, the economy 
gains and unemployment goes 
down. 

Even those blacks who work on 
military contracts suffer diminished 
job opportunities, for if there are 
fewer jobs available nationwide, a 
person who is dissatisfied with his or 
her job who wants to ask for a raise 
or more has just that much less 
Opportunity to do so. 

Thousands of blacks who join the 
armed forces feel forced into this 
decision because of job scarcity. 
Once in the armed forces, their 
upward mobility is severely limited. 
A young white person joining the 
military has approximately one 
chance in six of becoming an 
officer. An Afro-American has aslim 
one chance in thirty. 

Perhaps the most startling con- 
clusion of this remarkable study ts 


‘ite clear demonstration that inthe 21 


states where 90% of the black popu- 
fation lives, 17 of them show a net 
loss of black employment when the 
Pentagon's budget goes up. 

For example, New York suffers a 
net loss of 58,000 black jobs, Illinois 
- 24,000, Michigan - 18,000, Florida 
-14,000, Pennsylvania - 7,000. On 
the other hand, the top three states 
that “benefit” from military spend- 


ing in terms of jobs gained-- Hawaii......ing the very lifeblood from blacks. 


Colorado and Washington state -- 
have propottionately-smalt-black 
populations. This ravaging of the 
states’ employment rolls is sur- 
passed by the Pentagon's effect on 
inflation 

Most military contractors produce 
on a ‘cost-plus" basis. Thus, they 
have no incentive to improve effi- 
ciency and cut waste. Indeed, the 
contrary is the case, as contractors 
get guaranteed profits no matter 
what the costs incurred. 

A report by the General Account- 
ing Office showed that 55 major 
Pentagon projects were initially 
estimated to cost $125 billion. As of 
September 1978, the total cost of 


these projects.was, pest at $210 bilbon. 


Merecrer, resources: are weed! ir 
the production of military hardware 
at the expense of the civilian sector 
Bombs are not bought by the public. 
Building them reduces the stock of 
civilian goods and bids upthe prices 
of raw materials. 

Over half of the U.S. scientists and 
engineers work on military and 
space contracts. There is no mys- 
tery why German and Japanese 
autos and electronics are preferred. 
Laid-off autoworkers would do bet- 
ter to picket the Pentagon than 
scream at the Japanese. 

Further, the federal government 
must borrow money in the open 
market to finance the military. This 
not only adds to the federal debt, it 
adds to the interest costs of servic- 
ing that Ucbt.and it bids up interest 
rates - the peire of hart 
everyone has to pay 


Military contractors also enter the 
money markets to borrow capital for 
military production. This too redu- 
ces the availability of capital for the 
civilian sector and gives an addi- 
tional boost to interest rates 

This inflation whipsaws the black 
community The value of black pay- 
checks are reduced as raises don't 
keep pace with inflation. Blacks are 
also hit through their jobs. When 
interest rates spiral to 18% or 20%, 
autos are not bought, homes are not 
built, small businesses are not 
expanded Black workers are 
trapped in the vice. higher prices 
with fewer jobs. Consequently, jobs 
are exported from the Midwest 
Industrial Northeast and even to the 
South to Taiwan, South Korea and 
Latin America 

Thus, the spiral continues. The 
Capital siphoned off through taxes 
to the Pentagon means that it is not 
available for civilian enterprises 
Less capital investment means 
fewer jobs and less spending on 
maintaining industry, Railroads, 
highways, bridges and the infra- 
structure generally are neglected. 

What is to be done? Slashing 
severely the military budget is an 
absolute necessily. Giving the gen- 
erals SO many toys to play with only 
encourages them to be used in El 
Salvador and elsewhere 

Taking a mere $10 billion in mass 
transit would yield 300,000 jobs per 
year. An investment of $457 million 
-- the cost of 12 F-15 fightér planes -- 
would save the Guaranteed Student 
Loans program from a massive 
hemorrhage. The $400 million auth- 
orized for development of the Persh- 
ing !! missile system could restore 
massive cuts from health education 
and training program 

All of these moves would aid the 
black community, languishing at 
Depression level unemployment 
rates. If you haven't already, let your 
Senator know this directly. For as

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Central America: Let’s Be Careful

For several weeks, the news media has beén 
dominated by reports of what is happening in 
Central America. The newspapers all include 
a ‘Central America page’ daily, reporting the 
charges and counter-charges offered by var- 
ious Opposing revolutionary and right wing 
government groups, along with poorly docu- 
mented stories and reports supplied by the 
United States government to justify its invol- 
vement in the various struggles being waged 
in the region 

We have watched with amusement as the 
State department has shown us tar from com- 
pelling evidence of Soviet and Cuban subver- 
sion in the area, followed by pictures of 
alleged massacres by the revolutionary Nica- 
raguan government, which were later admit- 
ted to have been taken over two years ago to 
depict atrocities committed by the US 
backed tyrant dictator AnastasioSomoza, 
then, to take the cake, a 19-year-old sup- 
posedly Nicaraguan military commander who 
was reportedly supervising rebel troop 
movements in E! Salvador was paraded in 
front of the TV cameras ostensibly to publicly 
verify the participation of Soviets and Cubans 
in the various Central American revolutions. 
only to embarrass the entire State Department 
and U.S. government by stating that his earlier 
statements and confessions, were obtained 
with the aid of torture and death threats. 

Whenever Americans have become fed up 
with receiving lies, half-truths or half-reports 
in the interest of ‘National Security’, especially 
those related to struggles taking place several 
thousand of miles away, they always are reluc- 


tant to speak out. for fear of becoming labeled 
unpatriotic or communist.

Busing Hurts: Blacks--Why WeNeeddt? ~:~ 


On the same day, articles on busing 
appeared on the editorial pages of the 
Washington Post and the New York Times. 
Both were written by African-Americans and 
both analyzed the U.S. Senate's recent 57 to 
37 vote which bars Federal Courts from using 
busing to achieve racial quotas. 

William Raspberry correctly argued in the 
Post that the issue that everyone misses in the 
argument for or against busing to mix the 
races is the education of Black children. Inthe 
Times, Jesse Jackson attempted to make a 
case in favor of transportation for racial 
assimilation 

Granted, there is scant evidence to support 
Jackson's position and granted the majority of 
Blacks and Whites oppose busing, Jackson's 
reasoning as a consequence opened up anew 
avenue of “logical” thought.

Business And The Cities 


The time has come for massive business 
involvement in making our cities work better 
for all their people. and-for special efforts to 
bring disadvantaged minorities into the 
mainstream 

Imhardly calling forthe kind of ‘volun 
-tarism” the present Administration is pushing 
as a partial replacement for its abdication of 
federal responsibilities. 

Even with federal programs running full 
blast, there would be an important place for 
private sector. responsibility. The private sec- 
tor is where the jobs are, where countless 
decisions affecting cities and their people are 
made, and where vast potential exists for 
creative solutions to many social problems 

But now. with the budget cuts, the spreaa- 
ing misery and hopelessness in America's 
ghettos, and the abandonment of local 
governments to face those problems on their 
own , it will be absolutely necessary for busi- 
ness to step up its present limited 
commitment 

That's what makes it so heartening to hear 
prominent business leaders placing fresh 
emphasis on the private sector's role in stabil- 
izing local communities. That new interest 
probably has its most comprehensive expres- 
sion in anew report issued by the prestigious 
Committee for Economic Development 

The report, titled, “Public-Private Partner- 
ship sees partnership efforts between busi- 
ness and local governments as providing 
opportunities for urban health." 

It suggests that such “Collaborative efforts” 
can stabilize cities, improve services and 


neighborhoods, and create training opportu= 


nities and jobs for the disadvantaged

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But it does not pretend that such efforts can 
substitute for federal action or that, as some 
fantasize, the Eee sector can fully replace 
federal programs. That's an important point. 
for if we buy the sales pitch the Administration 
iS Making that the private sector can do it all, 
then we face bitter disillusionment 

Far better to demand from the private sector 
what it can and should do, which is to work 
with governmental bodies and community 
based organizations towardyachievable pro- 
gress The CED report mentions a number of 
case studies where such cooperation has paid 
off. and promises a further volume of in-depth ' 

analyses of those situations. 

If anything, the report might have placed 
greater stress on the role of those community 
based organizations. Often, simple partner- 


ship with local government ts no guarantee 
that benefits will reach the disadvantaged, as 
can be seen by some federal programs that let 
| o.c a! authorities h a v e a “partnership 
arrangement that fails to include community 
groups 

A tri-partite partnership ts called for: 
government, business and community based 
organizations, with the latter as an equal 
partner in decision-making and implementa- 
tion 

The CED report is also important for its 
views on the controversial enterprise zones 
Those zones would attempt to lure industry 
into depressed areas by ariety of means, 
especially tax abatements and incentives 

While the enterprise zone concept deserves 
achance, | share the CED's cautious view of it 
The report states: 

“The concept is in its infancy and govern- 
ments should proceed with caution Much 
remains to be learned about both the value to

if these revolutionary movements were 
shown to be a direct threat to the United 
States, we would be among the first to support 
any action, political, economic or even mil- 
itary if necessary to preserve the democracy 
and the territorial integrity of the United 
States. However, we have not been shown that 
there is any direct threat to the United States 
posed by the internal matters of the govern- 
ments of El Salvador, Nicaragua and other 
countries in the region.

We hope that the Administration will take 
particular care in trying to understand the rea- 
sons for these conflicts and try to think about 
the situation out of the context of an East- 
West confrontation, which can only lead to 
war. Otherwise, we could be caught on the

In May, 1977, the City of Birmingham, "Nalvanhds imple- 
mented a city ordinance Which required general construc- 
tion contractors on city Construction contracts exceeding 
$20,000 to purchase at least 10% of the total contract 
amount from minority contractors, subcontractors, and 
suppliers. This laudable ordinance was challenged by the 
Alabama branch of the Associated General Contractors 
of America together with several Birmingham majority 
contractors. 

The Alabama trial court invalidated the ordinance on 
the ground that:t violated the state's competitive bidding 
law, which requires the city and county contracts to be 
awarded to the lowest responsive bidder. That trial court 
also held that the ordinance violated Title Vi and the equal 
protection clause of the Fourteenth Amendment, The 

, Alabama supreme court upheld the trial court, and the 
United States Supreme Court refused to review the Ala- 
bama supreme court's decision. In effect, this means that 
no state, county, municipal entity in Alabama can develop 

,an affirmative action plan which considers factors unre- 
lated to contract performance in determining the lowest 
responsible bidder: .

Should Be Done 
With Caution

When you decide togeta 
pet for you or someone 
else, you shouldnt just go 
Out blindly and get the first 
things that comes to mind 
Choosing the sight pet is 
very important, because 
making the wrong choice 
will make lite miserable 
both for you and the pet 

The first consideration 
should be, what type of pet 
would best fit your person- 
ality and life style. For 
instance, it wouldn't be a 
good idea to get an older 
person a Great Dane, ora 
dog which needs lots of 
exercise and is hard to 
handle 

It might be better to gef 
this person a smaller dog 
such as a poodle which is 
much easier to handle and 
doesn't require. as much 
exercise: 

A person who goes.out of 
town frequently may have 
problems arranging for the 
care of a dog or cat. Their 
lifestyie may be more 
suited to aquarium fish 
which may be easier for 
someone else to care for 
while the owner is away. 


Someone who likes out- 
door activities such as 
hunting, may enjoy the 
companionship of a hunt- 
ing dog such as a Beagle or 
German Shorthair Pointer. 


it is important to get a pet 
with a personality that 
won't conflict with you or 
your family 

For example, if you have 
a family, you will want a 

«dog that will get along with 

al! the family members. 
Cocker Spaniels and Col- 
lies are two breeds which fit 
into this category. They get 
along’ well with adults, 
children and can adapt to 
many different persona- 
lities. 

A-Chihuahua may not be 
a wise choice for a family 
situation since they usually 
form a strong attachment 
to just one person. | could 
go on and list more exam-

A good rule to follow is to 
get a pet that will enhance
